What is the 2020 Census?

The U.S. Census is done every 10 years to get a complete
count of the country’s population and the data is used to :

= Distribute or allocate $800 billion to all the states for
various programs and services their communities.

= 2. Use the census data results to calculate the number of
congressional members each state is entitled to have.

- TN could gain a congressional seat after

the 2020 Census because the population

has increased.




2020 CENSUS TIMELINE

March 12, 2020 - April 2020: Self Responses - Households receive an invitation to
respond online to the 2020 Census (some households will receive paper questionnaire

March 16 — 24: A reminder letter is sent.
March 26 — April 3: Areminder postcard is sent.
April 8 — 16: A reminder letter and paper questionnaire is sent.

April 20 - April 27: Final reminder to complete self responses.

May 13 - July 31 2020: Census Bureau will send census takers to knock on doors of
households that still need to fill out the census. (Filling out the census early is best
option)

Census Takers
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If Census takers/enumerators do visit your home or the

home of your neighbor, landlord or other “proxy:”

They will never ask to enter the home.

They will identify themselves and wear a U.S. Census Bureau badge.
They will only ask questions that are on the questionnaire - this means
they will not ask about citizenship or immigration status, or financial
information.

They will never ask for or request additional documentation.

What is at risk ?

During the 2010 Census, an estimated 2.2 million kids under tht
of 5 years old were not counted.

Tennessee undercounted 19,431 kids under the age of 5 years @
Tennessee lost $1,090 per person per year.

If there is an undercount, it is expected during the 2020 Census
Tennessee will lose $12 million per year for the next decade.




Hard to Count Communities

Some communities are historically undercounted; immigrants and refugees are one

hardest to count populations especially children under 5 due to:

» Language barriers

» Lack on knowledge

» Fear of government

» Digital divide

» Discrimination

= Hard to count populations include Complex households, Immigrants, People of color,
Renters, Children, Displaced populations, People in Poverty, Cities with significan

Immigrants or Non-English Speaking, and Young mobile adults Populations.
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CENSUS DATA

The Census Bureau only shares statistical information or data i
aggregate form; personal information e.g., individuals’ hames
and addresses are not shared.

Census workers are sworn to protect our information for life! If
they break this law they can go to federal prison for 5 years
and/or pay a fine of $250,000.

US Census efforts are protected in the US Constitution and we
encourage everyone to participate.
